“Many 


trees and plants I think do better small sizes. But we list’ size or age or both.. 
Do not buy on price alone. I like to save money and so do you. But often times 
when we save a buck on something cheap we lose far more in quality. Good _ 
plants cost money to raise, are worth a good price. I feel this way. When you
